(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 
122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) 
of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 

Claims 15, 26, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Takahashi et al. The examiner notes that the language in the claims stating that the device is 
adapted to fix a portion of the heart is intended use and is not sufficient to define over Takahashi 
which discloses the identical structure as the claims. 

Claims 15-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Borst et 
al 5836311.
